Making a 10-cent reduction, the 
Sen_ Bernardino county board of 
supervisors yesterday tentatively 
set the 1938-39 tax rate at $1.40. 
The new budget of $4,177,822.43 
was adopted yesterday. 

This decrease is made in spite 
of the fact that the assessed val- 
uation in the county is $1,500,000 
less than a year ago due to losses 
to public utility property holdings. 

Increased allotments to the/ 
county by the state for relief pur- 
poses and continued rigid econ- 
omy in county departments are 
major reasons for the decline in| 
the tax rate.

Sewage Disposal Matter Will 
Require Early Action 
By Cities 








The matter of Upland having 
to provid: its own sewage disposal 
plant or else force Ontario to ac- 
cept an cption in its present com- 
tract between the two cities ap= 
peared imminent today. 

In 1917 Upland financed the 
construction of an “outfall sewer™ 
line to Ontario in accordance with 
a 24-year agreement that Ontario 
would handle sewage disposal 
from Upland. The contract also 
contains an option permitting Up- 
j lend to renew the contract at the 
;end of the 24-year period. 

While no officiai action has 
been taken by Upland on the mat- 
ter, it has been informally agreed 
that the local city council would 
renew the contract, in accordance 
with the option. The contract ex= 
p:res November 5, 1941. 

On the other hand, Ontario has 
nctified the Upiand city council 

j feat the contract expires in three 
! years, thus advising the local of- 
ficials to get ready to handle the 

Sewage disposal problem. 
| Archie D. Mitchell, Ontario city 
j atterney, reported at the Ontario

One 
point was that the insurance payments would enable job- 
less workers to keep buying food and clothing, and so help 
business, prevent more discharges. and diminish the need 
for publie relief when depression set in. : 

“Actually, however, unemployment at present is re- 
ported to be as widespread as in the last depression. The 
latest American Federation of Labor estimate is that 11,- 
414,000 persons are out of work. If ‘benefit payments’ 
large enough to serve a purchasing power cushion were 
going to those persons, the insurance reserve fund would 
diminish rapidly. Instead, the fund is growing and the 
government is stepping up its relief spending at the same 
time.”’ 

As explanations of the situation administrators of the law 
Point to the limitations written into the law, to its burden- 
some complexities and to ‘competition’’ between the insurance 
systems and the work relief program to aid the jobless. For 
the past two and a half years pay rolls have been taxed—but 
most all benefits have been paid only during the last six 
months. The reason given for this is that Congress required 
the states to keep their reserve funds intact for two years af- 
ter the taxes took effect. Depression or no depression, twenty- 
three states could not pay out any of this reserve last winter 
—and payments will not be made in forty-eight states until 
next winter. 

From benefit paying states comes the report of confusion 
on account of the requirement that the sum paid an unem- 
ployed worker be in proportion to his previous earnings—and 
the job of keeping wage records of 25,000,000 workers has 
proved almost impossible. Most of the insurance records are 
based on earnings for 1937—while many workers lost their jobs 
before making a record that would entitle them to the maxi- 
mum payment of $15 a week—and a private survey is said to 
show that the average check was nearer $15 a month. Again 
We quote the United States News: 

“This helps to explain why a greater amount has not 
been paid ont—even thougr some 2,500,000 workers are re- 
ported to have received checks, _ Officials cite the confus- 
ion and the wage record requirement as major reasons 
for the fact that disbursements are small, and the fact that 
more than half of the states paying benefits at present are 
collecting more in taxes than is being paid to their work- 
ers. 

“In that connection, California paid out only 57 cents 
for each dollar collected from January through June. At 
the other extreme, West Virginia paid out $1.72 for each * 
dollar collected and used 57 per cent of its reserves. 

“Another major reason why more of the jobless are 
not getting insurance checks is the unwillingness of many 
to accept aid. Investigation has revealed that these men 
prefer relief, especially work relief. 

‘““Wages on WPA jobs are higher in many instances than 
the benefit payments to which a worker’s Wage record en- 
titles him. Having gone on relief last year, when insur- 
ance checks were not forthcoming, many workers do not 
want to give up WPA jobs to get insurance checks, <A 
WPA job provides more security in the long run, because 
the insurance checks are issued only for 16 weeks at most. 

“That situation raises the question of a need for tying 
in unemployment insurance and relief wage policies. The 
government is tackling the problem now. One official 
Suggestion is that the size.and duration of insurance pay- 
ments must be increased, if the insurance systems are to 
compete successfully with WPA, 

‘All in all, the failure of the state-federal insurance 
Systems to pay out as much money to workers in a time of 
need than is taken from their pay rolls is believed by some 
competent observers to have deepened the present depres- 
sion. A revision of method of operation accordingly may 
be in store.’’
